.Body Hurled Fifteen
Feet and Wrapped
Around Light Pole.

I
FELL ASLEEP AT
EDGE OF TRACK

Aroused by Noise, He Jumped
Suddenly” as “Owl” Car Ap-
peared and Was Instantly

Crushed to Death—Father
Identifies Body—Crew
Arrested and Released.

Surprlsed from his slumber between
the car tracks, Leslle H Folkes, of 601
West Clay Street, sprang into the side
of eastbound Broad and AMaln Street
car No. 906 about 5 a'clock vesterday
morning, and was instantly killed. The
accldent acrurred on Broad St reet, he-
tween Cedar and Alllson Sireets, about
half way betwean stopping polnts,

As the heavy cir rushed onp, the hody
was hurled against an {ron light J UL TEN
and one leg was twisted around the
pole, . €. Eddleton was in charge of
the car, and F. (). Jones was the con-
ductor. It was not yet light enoush Lo
£e6 obfects clearly, and the car passed
on without either man seelng the hody,

or knowling that gome one had been
struck,
Found an Hour Later.
The body was not diseovered until

8 Lakeslde car, runnlng from the bhiarns
a few minutes before 6 o'elock to begin
work on the First Street line, came up
nearly an hour later. Matorman J. W,
Turner saw It Iving hetwenn the cast
and westbound tracks. huddied up and
around the iron pole, and ecalled the at-
tention of the conductor, J. 1. Tucker,
1o the fact that a dead man was lvipg
near the car. Just then the headlight
of the “owl” car, which did the killing,
came Into view, and the Lakeslde ear
ELood by, None of the two crews knew
then how the man had eome to his
death, and they notitied the office and
the police, and, In turn, Coroner Tavior
was calied 1o the scene,

Severa]l theecties 4s 1o how Folkes
hud come 1o his death were advanced,
but examinatlon of car 006, after 1t had
reached the barns, showed that it had
tirushed the man aside as he evident]y
eprang forward from his sleep and 1t-
erally battered him to death, breaking
nearly every bone in the hody.

Father Ydentifles Ondr,

Mounted Officer Krug, whoe had been
. schoolmate of the dead man, who
hgd seen Molkes an honr before the ge-
cldent only two squares away, wias the
first to ldentify. the body, and a mes-
Edge was sent 1o his home. Alr. TPollkes,
father of the yolung man, knowing thay
Iils son had not been home during the
night, went to the scene, and ldentified
the body as that of hils son.

Captain McMahon and Detective-Ser-

agalnst a tree box, when he. was
ocroused hy the nolse of the passing

ciar and sprang to catch it. Traces of
Llood and a strand of hafr were found
on the left rear journal box, and dirt
was found to have heen rubbed from
the beam in front.
Hurled Fifteen Feet.

There was much blowd also hetween

the tree hox and the light pole around

which the body was hung, a distance
of about fifteen fect, and {1 {5 sup-
poged that the body was hurled from

one to the other. It was stated by une
Wwho knew the young man that h: was
sometlmes in the habit of ‘alling
asleep on street corners while waiting
for sireet cars.

It was not until after 7 o'clock, when
Coroner Taylor had tinished his exami-
natlon and detective gnd street car of-
ficlals were satisfied Mhat Folkes nad
Leen accidentally killed, that the body
was removed to an undertaking es-
lablishment.

Both Lddleton and Jones, erew of the
Yowl" car, were formally placed under
arrest, and were fmmediately admitted

Young IFolkes was thirty yveurs old,

Premier Canalejas Con-
tinues in Power at
King’s Request.

WILL CONSTRUCT
N EW MINISTRY

Belicved That He Alone Can
Prevent Ferrer Case From De-
veloping Into Spanish Drey-
fus Affair-——His Retention
in Office Displeasing to
Vatican,

Madrid, Aprll 2 —The ministerial
erisig, which appeared fraught with
the greatest  possibllitles, seeins tn
have ended as abruptly as It pegan. It
has resolved Qtself, seemingly to the
general relief, into a4 second reeon-
structlon of the Canalejas ministry.

Kineg Alfonso, on his arrival from
Seville this afternoon,  Immediately
recelved Senor Cfanalejas and requested
him continue In power. The pre-
mier agreed on conditlon thiat he he
permitted to make suech changes ln the
Cahinet he deemed necessary. To
this the Kling readily uassented.

The premler hopes that the work
af reconstructien may bhe completed
to-morrow, and the new ministry will
appeir in the Cortes without delay.
The retiring ministers probably  will
he General Aznar, Minlster of War,
